While the bill was passed in the 
House without opposition, Chairman 
McFadden of the Banking and Cu:- 
rency Committee expressed doubt as 
to the wisdom of the innovation, 
Chairman Hawley of the Ways and 
Means Committee said that the 
flotation of short-term securities as 
proposed would not create any more 
disturbance in the money market 
than the sale of Treasury certificates 
guthorized by existing law.

In discussing the bill, Mr. McFad- 
fen stated that the country was in 
the midst of a credit stringency 
largely brought about by changes 10 
the trend and methods of financing 
supplemented by the restrictive 
policy of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. : 

“By the enactment of this legis- 
istion today you are creating an ex- 
ta short-time credit instrument 
ghich is going to absorb short-time 
qedits,’” he said.
